A Tie Vote in the" Senate Fi- 


nance Committee. 


Absence of Senator Jones Prevented 


a Favorable Report of tie BilL 


It Is Now r Thought the 


TTJ11 Talce No 'Action TThatever to Re- 


lievo the Distress of the Treasury— 


3Ir. Voorhees' Three Propositions. 


K, Jan. 30.—The proceed- 


ing's of the senate 'finance committee 
Tuesday afternoon were startling in 
their significance. If Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, had been present, .the com- 
mittee would have reported favorably 
a bill for the free coinage of silver. 
A 


proposition of this kind was defeated 
by a tie vote. 


Senator Aldrieh endeavored to bring 


the question to a head toward the close 
of the meeting. Senator Vest had in- 
troduced a bill drawn by President St. 
John, of 
the Mercantile National 


bank, in New York, providing for the 
free coinage of silver. Mr. Aldrieh 
proposed as a substitute the Springer 
bill^ which was introduced Monday in 
the house to carry out the administra- 
tion 
.programme. 
The 
suggestion 


threw the democratic members of the 
committee into confusion, and they ad- 
journed without accomplishing any- 
thing. 


The result of the meeting indicated 


•unmistakably that the present con- 
gress will take no action whatever to 
relieve the distress of the treasury. It 
had been freely predicted before the 
meeting that some kind of bond legis- 
lation would be reported, or, failing 
that, a recommendation for the author- 
ization of an issue of an exchequer 
notes. The committee had hardly, as- 
sembled, however, before it became 
evident that the democratic members 
were in a condition of absolute revolt 
Ogainst the administration programme. 


Mr. Voorhees laid'before the com- 


mittee a bill containing three proposi- 
tions. 


1. To authorize short term 3 per cent, 


bonds in denominations of $20, S50 and 
§100, 
to be issued at the discretion of 


the secretary of the treasury, to meet 
current obligations. 


2. To permit national .banks to issue 


circulating notes up to the par value 
of bonds deposited in the treasurj'. 


3. To pi-ovide for the unlimited coin- 


age of silver, „ 


Senator Voorhees had consulted with 


many republicans earlier in the day 
concerning 
the 
advisability 
of 


some 
such 
project, 
but 
the 


scheme 
which 
he 
outlined 
to 


them 
contained • the 
first 
two 


propositions. Nothing was said about 
the coinage of silver. 
They were sur- 


prised, therefore, to have this question 
thrust- mto the meeting of the commit- 


tee. 


A motion was made to strike out the 


third clause of the bill, and it was de- 
feated bjf a vote of 5 to 5, Senator Mc- 
Pherson casting his lot with the repub- 
licans in favor of the motion.

THE PRESS IN THE 
ARCTICS. 


Queer Publications of the Laud of the 


Ksqulmaui. 


There exist at'present several "jour- 


nals" that make their appearance but 
once a year, says a writer in Scien- 
tific American. Literally, of course, 
they are not journals—dailies—but an- 
nuals. They are published within the 
confines of the north polar circle, The 
Esquimau 
Bulletin, for example, is 


edited near Cape Prince of "Wales, on 
Bchring strait. 


Here, in a village inhabited by Esqui- 


maux', the English missionaries havo 
established a school, and as but one 
steamer lands at this place, and that 
but once a year, the news that it brings 
is consigned to a sheet of paper printed 
with the hektograph, . Its size is eight 
by twelve inches. The paper is very 
thick, and but one surface is used. 


This Esquimau Bulletin, in a sub- 


head, claims to be the "only yearly 
paper." . This, however, is an error, for 
there is an annual sheet published at 
Godthaab, in Greenland, where a small 
printing office was established in 1802, 
whence about two hundred and eighty 
sheets and many lithographic prints 
have been issued. - The journal in ques- 
tion is entitled Atnagagdlintit, naling- 
inarmik ttisaruminasassumik; that is: 
"Something for reading, accounts of 
all sorts of entertaining subjects." 


The language is that of Greenland, a 


dialect of the Esquimau. There is still 
another periodical published in Green- 
land, under the name of Kaladlit.

On' the third day we tunneled out 
through the window, but found it im- 
possible to remove the drift, which 
completely covered the hut. The cold 
weather continued without a break for 
two months.

They Make Some of Their Own in Spite 


of'All Precautions. 


A month 'after-our first baby was 


born we resolved to settle by experi- 
ment a question which \ve had dis- 
cussed for months, namely, whether a 
child's tendency to violate the rules "of 
grammar is innate or is acquired 
tlirough the sense of hearing.

family. They should be soaked in cold 
water for an hour or so. Then salt and 
pepper should be added, together with 
half a teaspoonful of mustard and half 
a teacuyful of molasses.

When the beans are in the 
pot, half or three-quarters of a pound 
of salt pork well streaked with lean 
should be placed on top, and then 
enough warm water poured into the pot 
to just cover the beans. 


Beans should he -baked in an oven of 


even temperature for either a da.y or a 
night, or, in other words, about twelve 
hours. It is better to bake them in- the 
daytime, for tEen they can receive 
more attention. As the water gradually 
evaporates more should, be added from 
time to time, but care should be taken 
to keep the beans covered. This must 
be clone until the beans are nearly 
ready to be taken out, when no more 
•water should be added, so that they will 
not be so moist as to become mashed or 
broken. 


The pot can remain in the oven, 


where it will simply keep hot for an in- 
definite time without injury. 
Beans 


should be served in a covered dish- 
Beans that have been left over are de- 
licious warmed up in a stewpan •with a 
little water added, and many bean epi- 
cures think the' more times beans are 
•warmed over the better they are. 


In a number of l\ew England towns 


the(loca-l baker bakes beans for half the 
town. Saturday nights the pots axe 
taken to the hake shops, where the 
baker marks each one with the initials 
of the owner and places them in his big 
oven. -Cext morning the owners call 
for their beans and pay the charge of 
ten cents, and invest ten more in 
brown, bread- ' It is an amusing sight 
on Sunday morning :to see ia Iin6 of cit- 
izens going from the bake-sbop to their 
homes, each with a bean pot on one 
arm and a loaf of brown bread on the 
Other. 


Good old-fashioned brown bread is 


the proncr accompaniment for baked 
beans, and it is as difiieult to get the 
genuine-article in New York as it is to 
find good baked beans.

famous recipe for Boston brown bread 
of the proper kind: One cup rye or 
graham flour.
